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fcorious Nature, has, in its lower furface, which exaftly firs the 
upperof the Regulm % Cavities, for number, fliapeand bignefs, 
anfwering to the protuberances lately mention'd 5 which ar- 
gues, that the Regulm cooled firft with that Inequality of fur- 
face wehavedefcrib'd, and that the lighter and more Recremen* 
titious fubftance, continuing longer fluid , had thereby oppor- 
tunity to accommodate it fclf to the fuperficial Figure of the 
Reguluty on which it firft lcan'd, and was afterwards coagu* 
lated.

An Account of two Books: 

l.PAL^EOLOGU CHRONICA ; J Chronological Account 
of Ancient time : In Three parts ; DidaHica^ Apodeiffical 9 
Chronical By Robert Gary, D.LL- Devon. London, 1 67 7* 
infoL 

THe Defign of this elaborate Work feems to be, to deter- 
mine the juft interval of Time between the great Epocha 
of the Creation of the World, and that other of the Dejl rufl; ion 
of Jerufalem by Titus Vejpafian , in order to the afiignment of 
fuch particular Time, wherein Perfons and Adtions of old had 
their Exiftence. For the performance of which, the Learned 
Author divides this his Book into three \m\n parts. 

In thtjirft he treats not only of his Meafure in general, which 
is the Year, and its parts 5 but alfo of the Julian Tear in parti- 
cular, by him efiecm'd the fkteft far his life: confidering it 
both in it felf, and in relation toother the moft received kinds, 
for the reducing of them to this* Where comes-in the Julian 
JPenW, of which he difcourfes very fully ; (hewing firft, How 
it is made up, viz. by the Multiplication of the Cycles of the 
Sun, Moon, and fndi&ion into one another, as 28 into 19, 
and the produft thereof into r 5 5 which produces 7980 , the 
Julian Period, fo called^ becaufe accommodated to the Julian 
Tear ; the ground whereof was taken from the Ancient Greek 
Church, perfe&ed and promoted in this later Age by JoJ. Sca~ 
iiger\ dexterity* Secondly, Whit the contrivance is of this 
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JulUn Period, vid. That every fingle Year in the whole [tries 
of 798^ hath its proper Chara&erifm , which no other Year, 
befides that, hath. Sothefirftyear of this Period hath for 
the Cycle of the Moon % \\ of the Sun, r ; of Indi&ion, 1 5 
which three Cycles together will not be found in the whole Or- 
der, other than the (ir(t. So it may eafily appear,how the firffc 
year after the Chrifiian Epoch* was affefted , the Cycle of the 
Mwn,2 \ of the Sun, 1 o 5 of lndiff.4 : which three Chara&ers 
belong to the 47 14 year of the Julian Period . ; by the concur- 
rence of which three, this Year is difcriminated from all others. 
Whence it will be eafie to accord the Year of the Julian Pe- 
riod with any one of the Chrifiian Efocba, by Addition or Sub- 
traftion : As (e.g.) the 603 Year preceding the chrijlian Epo- 
cha, if you fubtratt this number from 4714, the remainder, 
41 it, is the Tear of the Julian Period: And if the Year be 
after Chrift, if then you add to the number of the Year Co 
given 47 1 3, as this year froa) Chrift's Nativity 1676, you'l 
have it to be the 6389 of the Julian Period, having for its cha- 
raflers that of the Moon^ \ of the Sun,$ ; of Indicia 4 : And 
fo you have a ready way, by the help of this Period to deter- 
mine the Characters belonging to any Year, 

Having fhew'd the life of this Period, he adds the Method 
of reducing the Years of other Reckonings to the Julian Tear , 
and to that of the Julian Period ; as that of the %/Egjpian or 
N&bonaffar&an\ that of the City of Rome$ the Grecian and 
Jeveifh Year,&c. 

In ihefecond Parr , ore laid down the two Safes of Chrono- 
graphy, viz,. Aflronomical Obfervations, and Hiftorical Tra- 
dition : Of which the former may be looked upon as certain 
anddemonflrative ; the later mutt be diftinguifhed according 
to the Hiftorians, as they are with us more or lefs creditable, or 
more or lefs conf mant with others of good credit. Here oc- 
cur sJ?r/2, a 7 he four m of Agronomical Ph*nomena % or a Table 
of Eclipfes and other Ccelefiial Appearances , together ukh i\.e. 
Time in which they wereobferv'd , according to the Writings 
of Hiftorians and Mathematicians 5 by our Author fpecifiec\ 
Next, Creditable Memorials of the Succeffion of Princes and 
Rulers, ferving to direfl: thefe Inquiries, as isthatccnfiderable 
Jflrcnomkal Canon deduced from Nabonaffar to Antoninm 
Piwt^ under whom Claud. Ptclomaus , the famous sJEgfpthn 
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Mathematician, flourifhed. And forafmuch as among the mani- 
fold great Events , which have happened in the Gourfe of 
Affairs 5 thofe that have been the Original or Eftabliftment of 
great Families, and Empires, and Cities, or theExtin&ionand 
Subduing of others ; the "Inftitution and Conftitution of 
Publick Conventions of People; great Inundations and Con- 
flagrations, and other the like Deftruflions; forafmuch, I 
fay,as fome of t hefe have been the occafion and ground of the 
received Epoch*,* of Time 5 our Author makes it part of his 
bufinefs here truly to ftate them : As that of Nabonaffar, of the 
Olympiad Computation, of the Foundation of the City of 
Rome, of the Calippic Period , of the Years of the Seleucida, 
the Dionyf$an % tyrian^ and many more ; among which are feve- 
ral Epoch* of Time, antecedent to thofe juft now mentioned ; 
as that of the Deftruftion of Troy\ the Floods of Ogyges and 
Deucalion; and beyond thefe, the Original of thofe Ancient 
Principalities of Sicyone, Argos and Athens. 

And thefe being determined by our Author , he defcends to 
fome of thofe that are nearer hand ; and in the firft place, to 
that Memorable Epoch*, wherein all Chronologers , old and 
new, doagree 5 which is the Beginning of the Principality of 
Cyrus, which was Ann % \. Olympiad* 55* Whence appears the 
true State of the Perjian SuccefTion , from Cyrus to Alexander \ 
or from the taking of Babylon by the former, unto the taking 
of the fame by the later. Next^ he palTes to the points of 
Time belonging to Alex* ^Magnus 5 then, to the SuccefTion of 
she Ptolom&i , to the Death of Cleopatra; then, to the Syro- 
Macedonian SuccefTion , from Seleucus Nicanor to Antiochus 
Ajiaticus. From this Epocba, he tacks about, returning to the 
head of the Perfian Dignity under Cyrus , which head was Ar- 
haces\ Revolt from the Affyrian Monarchy , here manifefted to 
be a compieat Century of Years before the common received 
Pveckoningby Olympiads. And as a concurrent in time with 
she Medes, he doth in this plate explicate che Lyiian SuccefTi- 
on. Afcer which he exhibits the Babylonian Succc^oi^beginmng 
at Nabonaffar, unto the explanation of Babylon o;, (ytus, and 
the extermination of Nalonidas: And then, the Adrian Suc- 
cefTion from Belus to Sardanavalus ; which he clear- 'VomOb- 
je&ions* and efpecially a main'one of Biihop lifter „ > which 
he fubjoyns two other Lines of Siicceffion precede; o the 
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Adrian, but fubfequent one of th€*n to the other, feiU of the 
Ghaldaan and the Arabian : Where he notes the Extravagance 
of the Chaldean Reckoning. And fo our Author fs at length 
got up to the Head of the Ajian Government, as far as Human 
Writers could guide hinn 

After this, he proceeds to the ^Egyptian Succeffion, and ha- 
ving taxed the Vaunt of this Nation concerning their Antiqui- 
ty ,and confider'djwhat other Chronologers do deliver of their 
Succeffion, he gives us a perfeft Scheme of their Chronology, 
from Menes % to theConqueftof vfegyft by Alexander Mag- 
nus. 

This done , he examines the Chinenfian Succeffion in their 
feveral Families as it is fhew'd by D. Ifaac Voffius out of Mar- 
tinius ; as alfo by Joh.Nieuhofl \ arguing withal the credibility 
thereof. 

Having thus in many places of the World fearched out the 
Originals of Government, by following the Line of their Sue- 
ceflnns ordine retrogrado ; he paffes in the laft place to furvey 
the Reckonings of the Holy Land , the Jews and Hebrews of 
old Time, according to thofe Ancient Records, the H.Scripturesi 
that fo if he can obtain thisend of his labours, which is, 
to fee a good agreement between thefe feveral Lines, viz. of 
the Gentile Draughr,and of the Jewijb prorradio^men may fie 
down well content therewith as having matter *d a matter of no 
final 1 importance. 

Here then, he flhews a fare (as heefteemsit) connexion of 
Sacred and Profane Story in the firft year of Evilmerodac; 
reprefents a Scheme of Concurrent Succefllons from Nabopo- 
lajfar to the death of Alexander M; gives a true ftate of the 
Babylonian Succeffion from Evilmerodac to Darius the Mede 5 
expounds Daniel's LXX Weeks in the next Literal fenfe, giving 
withal, in due place, an Interpretation of the fame Week,in the 
Myftical fenfejmakes the firft of Cyras or the Perjlan Monarchy* 
the fame with that of the Jewify Redu&ion out of Babylon , e- 
fteeming that as a fecond Point of connexion of Sacred and 
Secular Hiftory. This done, he makes a digrefllon to a fober 
inquiry touching the Bufinefs of the Great Synagogue in dige* 
ftingand compiling the Body of H. Scriptures of the Old Te~ 
ftament, as by us received. To which he fubjoyns a Scheme of 
BighPriefis^ from the ileturn of the Bahyknkn Captivity to 
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the Death of Alexander M, out of Sjmelm\ adding his own 
amendments thereunto. 

Thefe matters being difpatched by him, and thereby the 
pafTage fmoothed for our Author's further progrefs , he gives us 
the courfe of Succeffion in the Line of the Jewifh High Priefts 
from Jaddna y to theextin&ion of the High Priefthood it felf : 
In the doing of which, he fettles the Sehemeof Herod's Line, 
as a thing very ufeful for (he undemanding of the Books of the 
NewTefiament,and for the fixing of his Intended Scheme. 

After chat our Author hath follow'd his defign down along 
the courfe of Succeffion amongft the People of the Jews y as far 
as was needful, and even pofllble for him y unto the DeftruOion 
of Jerujatem under Titus, which he places in the Year of the 
JulianPcr, 47%3)tAlr.Chr.vi4lg.7o; Hereturnsto the Point 
of Time whence this Line began to be drawn, which was a for- 
mer deftru&ion of City and Temple under I\ebuckadncz*r,A#* 
Jul. iV* 4125. From whence he continues his Line upwards, 
as high as the Creation, by the direction of the H Scripture, in 
agreement with other approved Reckonings , to be met with in 
Forram Writers. And this Line he divides into thefe fcur Spa- 
ces: 1. From the conflagration of the Temple iafl mentioned, 
unto the firft Ereftion of the fame by Solomon. 2, From the 
Building of the fame, unto the Deliverance of the Israelites out 
ofeAlgypt, 3. From thence to the Birth of Abraham. 4. From 
this. to Noahs Flooded fo to the Creation : Noting, upon oc- 
cafion^h e Iteming Difference between the Scriptures^ Jo[efhus % 
and Julius Africanus , and mafterly reconciling them ; though 
the Difference between the •zjblafra and ihzSeptuagiyt, in the 
Yearsof the Genitureof the Patriarchs^ be, in his Judgment 
as well as in that of others, irrecoBci.'eable. And here,he takes 
occafion to intimate the defign of the Offending Party; exa- 
mining and refelling the Charge againft theLXXIT 5 and aflert- 
ing,that the Numbers which we have in our Books of the LXXII 
fgeneraHy fpeaking) are the very fame with thofe which were 
of the Septmgint\ defcription ; and proving it by Jul Africa* 
nus^ Eufebius, Demetrius, and others ; and acknowledging J0- 
fephus to be an unreprovable Witnefs of the truth of thefe 
Numbers, and alledging Dr. If Vofjtus^ as a Learned vindex of 
him. To which he adds, that the reckoning by thefe Numbers 
hath been the conftam Reckoning of all Chriftian Churches for 
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the firft 900 years, and more ; as alfo, that the Reckoniogof 
the Eaftern Churches is the very fame to this day. He takes 
alfo notice , that the Credit of the Sepuagint was at ftrft 
queftioned by Mifcreant Jews, afterwards confronted by crofs 
Tranflations of JquiU^jmmachfts, andjheodotion, all of them 
averfe to theChriftian Doftrine. Further, he lays open the 
opportunity,which the Rabbits, that lived in Adrians time^had 
of making an alteration in the Hebrew Copies, that were then 
in being; and fbews theunconcernednefsof Chriftiansin than 
matter. Where he alfo declares his account of the prefent He- 
brew Copy ; which though it be to him confiderable, yet is ic 
not (with himjof force fufficient to make him fufpeft the truth 
of the LXX in the Premifes. 

Aud if it be demanded, why the fa'idRabbies fhouldbemore 
folicitous about this matter of Curtailing theft Numbers of the 
Age of the World, than aboutaltering any thing befides, which 
perhaps would have been more to their purpofe , as, for Exam- 
ple, in the Texts which concern the Perfcn and Office of the 
Meffias \ if they had a mind, or dared, to have made an altera, 
tion at all ? He anfwers, Thatthey muft needs fee, that the Al- 
lowance o$ theft Numbers of the LXXII^ would have prov'd 
theabfolute ruineof their Caufe more effeftualiy , than any 
thing that could bealledgedagainfl them. For, it would have 
demonftrated the Time of the Meffiah to have been fully come 
and paft, according to the general Tenet of their Schools , fol- 
lowing herein the appointments of the Prophets, and of thofe 
others that were the later Commentators : Now more especially 
at fuch time, when after the Deftru&ion of City, Temple^ Go- 
vernment, 5 500 years of the Worlds continuance heing over, 
what more could they expeS of a Meffiah yet to come within 
his appointed time ? For^ it is but of late days, that they ufe 
this defperate Plea , that it is for their Sins the Meffiah ftill de- 
lays his coming. Whereas for other Texts, which do refer to 
the Perfon and Office of the Mefltah, pointed at in the Books 
of the Prophets , they had wit and means enough , as they 
thought, toelude the force of them by a finifter interpretation 5 
as we fee fince, they have a (forry) (hift fo to do. 

Having given this account of his fenfe concerning the Sep- 
tuagwt, and of the Motive inducing the later Jews to tfie Al- 
fetation mention'd 5 he further obferves the guile 'of the Samt- 

rium

The*£/V^andlaftPart 5 which is Canonical, fas the firft hath 
been Didafficaljtid the fecond, Jpodeiftical,) is drawn much 
after the Pattern of Helvicus the German Chronologer, fas is 
owned by the Author himfelf; which is one of the moft compre- 
henfive and beft Forms that is extant.
